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IDEAS ON EXECUTIVE MEETINGS 


Two of Wilmington's selectmen, some few days 
ago, engaged in an outburst which was one of 
the more spectucular incidents in the recent 
history of Wilmington's town hall.: 

One of them, John Brooks, did make a con- 
tribution of some value when he remarked that 
the Boston City Council allows reporters to be 
present at executive meetings under a promise 
of secrecy. f 

Unfortunately there is also a drawback to 
that type of thinking. 

The former Glen Road School Building Commit- 
tee was willing that the Town Crier attend its 
meetings, which were all executive under this 
type of promise, but the Town Crier felt it 
more prudent not to accept. 

The result was that when it became necessary 
to expose the $800,00( plans for a school the 
Tow Crier was under no promise not to do so, 
and was not breaking its word. 

Which is another side of the same coin.: 

The executive meetings of the Board of Sel- 
ectmen are, of course, a challenge, inasmuch as 
it appears quite often that they do not wholly 
comply with the law, and that subjects not co- 
vered in the statutes are discussed, as for in- 
stance, the type of paper to be used by the 
Wilmington Assessors. 

The law does allow certain subjects to be 
discussed in executive sessions, as for in- 
stance Federal Grant in Aid, or Police Matters 
or matters which might adversely affect the 
Public security or the financial interests of 
the town. 

No one will argue on those points, and the 
Town Crier is not interested in reportiing on 
them.” There was a subject, for instance,in 
that particular meeting on which the Tow Crier 
would not report. 

The comments of Mr. De Felice, relative to 
apologies were particularly interesting, es- 
pecially when it is recalled that he was the 
Selectman who was involved in the dump scandal.° 
He never did offer any type of apology over 
that issue. Mr. De Felice, of course, 1s wrong 
again, for the Town Crier did offer an apology 
to Cecil Lancaster on one occasion, and it was 
accepted by Mr.’ Lancaster. It is all a matter 


of record.

The section of Lowell Street, be- 
tween Woburn and West Streets, is 
now the narrowest part of that 
street, It was widened a fewyears 
ago near the Avco plant, and the 
state widened the other end, near 
Route 93, when that highway was 
built. 

The residents contended that a 
better improvement would be to 
make a full cloverleaf at Route 93, 
At the present time, they told the 
Selectmen, two lanes of cars have 
to wait for two other lanes to be 
cleared, before they can turn left 
onto the Superhighway approaches, 
The residents also proposed that 
Main Street, at the northern end 
of Lowell Street, be widened. 

These two points, they told the 
Selectmen were the ‘bottlenecks’ 
and widening the street between 
Woburn and West Streets would be 
of little value,

LETTERS 


5 June 1963 
Dear Mr Neilson 

It has been sugested that I drop 
you a line of the human Interest 
type on Saudi Arabia, The only 
thing I could think of was my per- 
sonal impressions. 

Upon being assigned to Dharan, 
Saudi Arabia, as a Marine Security 
Guard, in the American Consulate 
General, Ibeganto gather informa- 
tion on my post. About all Ifound out 
was that Saudi Arabia isa huge de- 
sert, about 2/3 the size ofthe Uni- 
ted States, with a population of 
approximately 7 million, and that 
my post was about as far away 
from nowhere as you can get. 

After a 3 day flight with stops in 
the Bahama Islands, Madrid Spain, 
Lybia and Cairo Egypt, we began 
to descend over Dhahran Interna- 
tional Airport. Looking out the 
window I saw desert, a few specks 
that looked like camels and more 
desert, 

After landing I was very sur- 
prised to see a large ultr-modern 
passenger center, surrounded with 
a large US Air Froce training 
Mission. 

I was also surprised, after being 
taken to our house by the Marines 
who met me at the airport, to see 
many miles of modern roads, load- 
ed with automobiles, and about 5 
miles from the Consulate an Arab 
town at least equal in size to Wo- 
burn, and with as many traffic 
problems. 

The town is growing rapidly be- 
cause of the port on the outskirts, 
All of the construction is very mo- 
dern, Along the coast in either 
direction is mile after mile of 
sandy beach, Not catering to tour- 
ists, there are no hotels, and few 
restaurants which meet our stand- 
ards, 

I was also interested in the ca- 
mels, dows (Arab boats built much 
the same as Chinese Junks), veiled 
women, Muslem call to prayer, 
and many other things which were 
new to me, but the real surprise 
was yet to come. 

About 3 miles from the Consul- 
ate, in the opposite directrion of 
the town is an American commun- 
ity of employees of an oil company. 
Their community is abounding with 
vegetation, It is self reliant, has 


-its own power plant, golf course, 


theatres, restaurants, TV and ra- 
dio station, and everything neces- 
Sary to support a town the size 
Wilmington was in 1950, over 7,000 
People.” 

After becoming acquainted with 


many Arabs I can surely say that 
as a whole they are the friendliest 
people I have ever met,’ but, unlike 
Robert Saba* they are generally a 
lazy type of people, Saudi Arabia 
being the birth place of Muhammed, 
(this is spelled correctly), and the 
Muslem religion, the people are 
fanatically religious, Most oftheir 
customs are based on their reli- 
gion, 

I will close by saying one more 
time that I was surprised, sur- 
prised to discover that Saudi Ara~ 
bia in not a lot of sand with people, 
but a lot of people with sand,
